For the most part, however, New 
England farmers ‘are fortunately situated, 
since 90% of all farm homes in the areas 
we serve are-ti6w adjacent to existing lines. 

Technical developments, such as this 
new transmission wire, show how tele- 
phone engineers are always searching for 
ways to make telephone service available to 


more and more people at reasonable cost.
